IOWA CITY, Ia, Nov. Ibh-—iSpecial
Telagram, )~Bafore a crowd of 5,000
people whoe had assembled for the ane
nual home ecoming here, Jlowa today
trampled its old rival, the Ames Aggies,
by a woore of & to 7.

Baffling end runs by Dick and Pen-
ningroth, terrific line smaahlng by Cap-
tain MeOlnnis and the all around su-
perior work of Crose and the lowa line
enabied the Hawkeyss to hand their ad-
versarien the worst defeat In history.
